The schools 
of Indianapolis are models, the equals 
of any, if not the superiors of all, in 
the United States, and yet they are 
maintained on approximately the same 
tax rate as.Atlanta. Atlanta gave 26 
per cent of her per capfta tax, Indian- 
apolis gave 4u per cent. In 1910 At- 
lanta only gave 22 per cent and in 
1909 only 24 per cent, as against 32 
per cent of her property tax in 1908 
and 26 per cent in 1907 and 1906. In 
1905 Seattle gave 51 per cent, Port- 
land 50 per cent, Worcester 41 per 
cent, Hartford ang Indianapolis 40 per 
cent, Cleveland 37 per ‘cent, Colum- 
bus. Ohio, and Lowell 36 per cent, 
Minneapolis 85 per cent, Nasnville and 
Detroit 32 per cent. And if the sum 
asked for 1911 be given to the At- 
lanta board of education it will still 
be less than 30 per cent of the prop- 
erty tax of Atlanta, and we should 
also remember that $96,000 of what 
we ask for will not be paid from the 
property tax of the city, but will be 
paid out of the Georgia state school 
fund.

“Raise hogs and corn and forget the 
boll weevil.” 

That’s the advice of W. J. Oliver, of 
Shellman, Ga., one of the largest tar-- 
ers in the southern part of the state, 
who was in the city.yesterday for the 
purpose of disposing eof a.carload of 
hogs which he raiseq while taking his 
own advice. 

According to Mr. Oliver, the farmers 
of this state cannot only raise hogs 
as well as they can be raised anywhere 
else in the country, but on them he 
can realize a most handsome profit. 
In proof of this assertion, Mr. Oliver 
points out that he had just sold a car 
of hogs which did not eost him, at the 
outside, more than 4 cents per pound to 
raise, while the price he obtained for 
them here was 7 cents per pound, a 
pretty fair profit, according to his way 
of -thinking. 

And not only is there money ifn rais- 
ing hogs, Mr. Oliver points out, but 
the success of the business is not de- 
pendent upon seasons, at least, not 
when run as he runs it. For, Mr. Ol- 
iver, unlike most farmeérs, is not de- 
pendent upon the crop raised during a 
year for the sustenance of the hogs he 
expects to sell in the winter—not by 
any manner of means. 

There is always at least one year's 
supply of corn ahead in Mr. Oliver's 
barns, and if his crop one year isn't 
as good as it might be, he isn't wor- 
ried in the least as to where the 
wherewithal to feed his pigs is cor- 
ing from. He already has it on hand. 
The carload he seid in Atlanta were 
fattened entirely upon corn raised dur- 
ing 1909, and he still has sore 500 
bushels of that “year-before-last’’ corn 
still on hand. 

Rustle for Themselves. 

In explaining how he manages to 
raise hogs so cheaply, Mr. Oliver said 
that one big item of cost he saves is. 
gathering the feed on which the hogs 
live. He so arranges his crops, he 
says, the he gathers nothing the pigs 
eat save the corn which is fed to them 
after they have been penned for fat- 
tening. The feed they get for the e- 
mainder of the time he keeps them, 
they gather for themselves just where 
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might after,a ten days’ illness. She 
Was strickén saon after her arrival 
here, and from the first there had 
been little haope for her recovery.

Here 
they are allowed to remain until the 
peanuts are gone, after which they afe 
penned and fed entirely on corn for 
six or eight weeks, then they are 
ready for the market. 
A Carload Each Year. 

The carload of hogs which Mr, Oliver 
brought Tuesday afternoon is not the 
first he has shipped here, not by 
any manner of means. For a number 
of years past he has brought in a like 
number at about the same time, and he 
is now making preparations to double 
the number next year. As to what his 
increase in 1913 will be, Mr. Oliver 
isn’t quite certain at this time, but 
he intimates that if the boll weevil is 
only half as bad as it is cracked up to 
be he’s going to devote a whole lot 
more time to hogs and a whole lot less 
to the fleecy staple than he has ever 
done before. 

As it is, Mr. Oliver plants almost as 
much land in corn as he does in cot- 
ton. Formerly he planted equal parts 
in both, but he found that he was rals- 
ing more corn than he needed or could 
sell to advantage and so cut down the 
acreage slightly. At present he plants 
13 1-3 acres in corn to every 20 acres 
in cotton. His average cotton corp 
is 300 bales, while in an average year 
he raises from 7,000 to 10,000 bushels 
of corn. In addition to all this, he 
raises wheat, oats, rye, peanuts, sugar 
cane, peas and scores of other things 
in abundance. No man who lives on 
his farm is allowed to buy anything 
that can be raised on the farm. In 
fact, Mr. Oliver states that sugar and 
coffee are about the only things his 
tenants buy to eat. 

Pleased With Trip. 

Mr. Oliver says he’s a typical “Geor- 
gia Cracker,” and dog-goned glad of it. 
He doesn’t come to Atlanta: often, but 
he enjoys every trip he does make, 
especially when he brings a carload 
of nice, fat hogs which he sellg at a 
profit that’s got even the mdéney 
sharks faded to a dirty yellow. 

And it wasn’t hard to see that the 
“Gentleman from _ Randolph” was

ant mood, so pleasant, in fact, that he 
didn’t seem to get riled even when 
questioned and cross-questioned by the 
reporters who wouldn't know a full- 
blooded Poland China from a good old- 
fashioned south Georgia “razor back.”

HARD FIGHT MADE 
BY NEW ORLEANS 


To Secure the Panama Canal 


Exposition in 
1915. 


Washington, January 10.—Governor 
Sanders, of Louisiana, made the prin- 
cipal argument at the hearing granted 
representatves of the proposed Pan- 
ama exposition in New Orleans in 1915 
before the house committee on indus- 
trial arts and expositions today. Rep- 
resentatives of San Francisco, which 
city is also making a bid for the ex- 
position, were present. 

When the hearing began Represen- 
tative Kahn, of California, announced 
that he had withdrawn his original 
bill for the Panama exposition in San 
Francisco. This bill called for a gov- 
ernment appropration of $5,000,000. 
Mr. Kahn stated that another bill had 
been introduced, and San Froncisco 
was asking nothing of the govern- 
ment, except an invitation to foreign 
countries to participate. The New 
Orieans bills, which is under consid- 
eration, provides for a federal appro- 
priation of $1,000,000. 

Governor Sanders pointed 
New Orleans. in 1907, first proposed 
the celebration of the opening of the 
Panama canal. He alse claimed that 
the idea was not taken up by San 
Francisco until two years later. 

“Why, gentlemen,” he exclaimed, 
“the Cape Verde islands, off the coast 
of Africa, are nearer the canal than 
San Francisco.”

arguments in favor of New Orleans,

Amid Scenes of Unusual 
Excitement. 


Judge A. B. Almon Named 


Speaker of House and Hugh 


Morrow, President Pro Tem. 
of the Senate---Prohibition 
Fight Warming Up. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 10.— 
Amid scenes of unusual interest and 
excitement, the Alabama legislature 
in régular quadrennial session at noon 
today completed the work of organi- 
zation. Judge A. B. Almon, of Tus- 
cumba, was elected speaker of the 
house on the second ballot by two 
majority over J. Lee Long, of Green- 
ville, thus upsetting the calculations 
of all forecasters. On the first ballot 
they tied with 49 votes each. On the. 
next ballot W. E. McGowen, of Sum- 
ter county, changed from Long to Al- 
mon, electing the latter. 

Hugh Morrow, of Birmingham, rated 
as one of the big lawyers of the state, 
was chosen president pro tem. of the 
senate without opposition, Senator 
T. S. Fraser withdrawing from the 
race before a vote was taken. Mr. 
Morrow was at one time the most 
widely known baseball pitcher in the 
south, while a student at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, 

Practically every member of the leg- 
islature was present when the two 
houses were called to order. Former 
Speaker Carmichael presided over the 
house, and Lieutenant Governor Gray 
over the senate. 

The lobbies and galleries were 
crowded to‘ the doors with men and 
women from all parts of the state, and 
some of the most distinguished citizens 
of Alabama were on hand. Among 
the number was Hon. Warren Brown, 
a retired newspaper man, who reported 
the sessions of the legislature of 
1859-61, the secession convention, the 
inauguration of Jefferson Davis and 
the proceedings of the provisional con- 
gress of the confederacy. 

Comer’s Message Not Kead. 

Governor Comer’s message was not 

read for the reason that both houses 
were not in session during the after- 
noon. It will go to the legislature 
tomorrow. Among other things, the 
governor will recommend the building 
of a governor's mansion and the ap- 
propriation of a fund to maintain it. 
He wil! veto the bill introduced today 
to increase the salary of the incoming 
governor, and that increase will hardly 
be granted, as no governor can sign 
a bill including his own salary. 
' With the defeat of Lee Long, who 
managed the anti-prohibition campaign 
when the amendment fight was up a 
year ago, the attack on the prohibition 
laws takes on a new turn. Brooks 
Lawrence, the prohibition leader, and 
other men on that side are here man- 
aging the campaign for the mainte- 
nance of. the bills. Although Judge 
Almon stumped Alabama for O’Neil and 
against the amendment, the prohibi- 
tionists, with two exceptions, voted for 
him. This is understood to mean that 
only one of the prohibition bills—the 
Fuller law, which allows search and 
seizure—will be repealed. 

Intense bitterness has esprung up, 
dividing the house, whicn will probably 
have its effect on all the legislation to 
be enacted.

Abbeville, Ga., January 10.—Knives, 
pistols and shotguns were used in a 
terrible fight at Whilson’s Mil}, 
miles from here, this morning, and 
Mathew Wilson, a planter; James 
Mixon and Noah White are dead, and 
Perry Wilson is seriously wounded. 

White was a tenant on the Wilson 
plantation, and the trouble is said to 
havé followed a disagreement between 
Perry Wilson and White. White used 
a knife and lacerated the.  pianier’s 
throat. A short time afterwards 
Mixon and Mathew Wiison on the one 
side, and White and his wife on the 
other, met. Shooting with pistol and 
shotgun began at once. White and 
Wilson fired almost at the same, in- 
stant and both dropped, Wilson dead 
and White rapidly dying. 

Witnesses state that when her hus- 
band fell Mrs. White took his shot- 
gun and fired the charge into the body 
of Mixon, who dropped and died soon 
afterward, 

Officers are at the scene, but it is 
not known here if arrests were made 
of the survivors. The Wilsons were 
wealthy and prominent. Mixon was 
their close neighbor and friend.

Forrest Adair, W. A. Fuller and E. A. 
Alfriend made talks and gave all the 
information wanted in regard to the 
proposed widening of Peachtree Street 
between Ellis and Baker by property 
owners giving 10 feet on both sides of 


the street. 
Mr. Adair stated that he had secured 


mate of the cost of the work, and the 
total cost would be about $58,220. This 
includes $46,245 for the removal and 
rebuilding of all walls to buildings. One 
item alone is $25,000 for moving the 
Masonic ‘Temple. The rest Of the cost 
is put down at $11,965 for resetting 
curb, relaying sidewalks, extending the 
asphalt pavement and moving pipes 
and water meters. 
What the Work Will Cost. 

Mr. Adair thought this expense could 
be cut down to about $40,000, because 
in many instances the store buildings 
would not have to have the rear walls 
rebuilt, as. the owners would consent to 
the fronts taken down and set back 10 
feet. If an arcade is made in front of 
the Masonic Temple, the cost would be 
reduced at least $17,500, according to 
Captain Clayton's estimates. 

Mr. Fuller said that if the city would 
make an appropriation to start the 
work this year, it could be completed 
next year. He thought the improve- 
ments added to the street by widening 
it would bring into the city treasury at 
least $3,000 a year in additional taxes. 

“All we ask now,” said Mr. Fuller, 
“is for the city to give its sanction to 
the proposition.” 

Mr. Alfriend said that many fine new 
store buildings would be erected on 
Peachtree if it was widened, and this 
would bring in much tax money. 


What Can Be Done This Year. 


“We can f&o ahead and widen the 
street as far as Baker,” said Mr. Al- 
friend, “and leave the moving of the 
Masonic Témple alone until next year. 
The widening of the street to Baker is 
only a beginning. We expect to carry 
on the work as far as Forrest avenue.’ 

The members of the finance commit- 
tee asked a number of questions, and 
seemed very deeply interested in the 
plan to widen the street. It is believed 
that an appropriation will be made 
which will 
work this year, and that it will doubt- 
less be carried as far as Baker street. 
It is probable that the removal of the 
front of the Masonic Temple will not 
be taken up until next year.

Textile Men 
mend Drastic Slash.

Manufacturers Representing 
2,000,000 Spindles, in Session 
in Atlanta, Resolve to Wait 
Until Price of Raw Product 
Assumes Correct Ratio. 


The Textile Manufacturers’ IEx- 
change, representing more than 2,000,- 
000 spdndles and $50,000,000 of invest- 
ments, yesterday passed a resolution 
recommending drastic curtailment in 
the manufacture of cotton goods until 
the price of the manufactured product 
assumes a more correct ratio to the 
cost of raw cotton. The exchange 
goes further and calls on all state or- 
ganizations to co-operate. in this 
movement, and asks that these state 
‘organizations call a general meeting 
to consider the plan immediately. 

The meeting of the exchange, which 
represents practically all of the state 
organizations throughout the country, 
was held at the Piedmont hotel yes- 
terday. There was both a morning 
and an afternoon session, and it was 
not until the latter was all but over 
that this resolution, embodying the 
sentiment responsible for the meet- 
ings being called, was passed. There 
were present at the meeting some- 
thisg over forty men, who came from 
all sections of the country east of the 
Mississippi 

Question Engrossed Attention. 

The question of curtailing the 
put of the cotton mills of the country 
engrossed the attention of the meet- 
ing throughout the two sessions. 
Manufacturers from all portions of the 
country gave expression to the opinion 
that it will be practically impossibic 
for manufacturers of cotton goods to 
continue in the business unless there 
is some adjustment of This 
condition, they state, comes as the re- 
sult of the high price of cotton at 
the present time. 

They point out that while the price 
of the staple has risen phenomenally 
within the past few years, the rise 
in the price of manufactured products 
made therefrom has not kept pace 
with the rise in the price of the raw 
material. This, they state, has placed 
the cotton manufacturer first in a 
most embarrassing position and later 
in one which he cannot hope to con- 
tinue to occupy.

Directors .for the coming 
year were elected and annual reports 
from the officers made. Judge Emory 
Speer, of Macon, delivered the annual 
address, pronounced by all one of the a 
most able efforts of its kind ever de- 
livered on a similar occasion here. Fred S. Stewart 

Chairman E. M. Hudson presided at 
the meeting, which was called to or- 
der promptly at 7 o’clock. Without 
preliminaries the business of the oc- 
casion was taken up and rapidly dis- 
posed of. Chairman Hudson made a 
short talk, in which he reviewed the 
work of the past year. He was fol- 
lowed by H. H. Whitcomb, treasurer 
of: the organization; Louis Gholstin, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
and Harry T. Moore, traffic manager 
of the bureau, all of whom made their 
annua] reports. These were listened 
to with considerable fmterest and 
adopted. 

Judge Speer’s Address. 

The feature of the occasion was the 
address of Judge Emory Speer, which 
was delivered immediately after the 
dinner had been finished. Taking for 
his topic the relationship of corpora- 
tions, especially railroads, to the pub- 
lic, the jurist made an address that 
was at once one of the most interest- 
ing ang instructive of its kind ever 
, heard in Atlanta. 

He showed the progress of corpora- 
, tions and the phenomenal growth of 
i their power for many years past, set- 
' ting out at the same time the con- | 
| tinuous.efforts on the part of gov-'| 
'ernments to prevent this power’s be-| 
coming too strong. He pointed out 
long list of acts which have for 
object safeguarding the public 
impositions at thé hands of the 
: roads, while attempting at the same 
time to prevent similar tmpositions 
/ upon the roads by the people. In sum- 
ming up, he showed the necessity for 
regulation of railroads by the govern- 
ment, pointing out that not only are 
the ends of justice served by these 
regulations, but the interests of both 
the roads and the public are conserved 
through their instrumentality. 

The dinner, which was serveg bhe- 
tween the end of the business session 
the beginning of Judge Speer's 
was a most delightful one 
was exceptionally well 
equally as well served.

England Met the Issue. 

“But the Engiish the 
and resolute stock from which 
people of Georgia mainly spring, 
not tamely or iong endure these op- 
pressions. There was in the first 
parilament of King James I. a great 
lawyer, afterwards a judge. When 
the king himself sought to control his 
judgment in a matter about’ which 
the sovereign was concerned, undaunt- 
ed by the frowns of royalty, he re- 
plied: ‘I will act as it becomes a 
Alaric and Ghengis Khan bore to the 
judge to act.’ He was made the chair- 
man of the committee to redress these 
grievances. On the 24th of March, 
1624, it was enacted: “That all grants 
to persons, bodies politic or corporate, 
for the sale, buying, selling, making, 
working or using anything within the 
realm, and all proclamations, and all 
other matters whatsoever, in anyway 
tending to instituting, strengthening, 
furthering or advancing the same, or 
any of them, are altogether contrary 
to the laws of the realm, are and shall 
be utterly void and of no effect, and 
in No wise to be put in execution.’ 

“This statute, in the identical lan- 
fuage, is the law of England today. 
Nearly three centuries have passed 
Since the weighty words were penned 
by the mighty Coke, but in its essen- 
tial principle and power, transplanted 
to the richer soil of popular sovereign- 
ty, it has been quickened and lives 
and has its being in the anti-trust 
law, and the laws to regulate inter- 
state and foreign commerce enacted by 
congress, and enforced in proper case 
wherever government, jurors, prose- 
cuting officers, and courts observe 
their oaths, and do their duty.

SHARP ADVANCE CAME 
AFTER CENSUS REPORT 


Improvement in Cotton Was 
‘Not Maintained---Market 
Closed Easy. 


New York, January 10.—Quite a 
sharp advance followed the publication 
of the census report showing 11,087,462 
bales ginned by January 1, or rather 
less than had been anticipated, but the 
improvement was not maintained, and 
the market closed easy under realizing 
at a net gain of only 2@19 points. 

The opening was firm at an advance 
of 1@14 points, and before the end of 
the first half hour active months were 
selling 15 to 20 points above the cios- 
ing figures of last night; on covering 
and bull support. The ginning figures 
proved smaller than suggested by yes- 
terday’s reports as to the showing of 
the National Ginners’ Association, and 
the advance was further encouraged by 
the relative firmness of Liverpool and 
the big English spot sales, attributed 
to a demand from India and the conti- 
ment. Realizing became rather heavy 
around 15.15 for May, however, and as 
son as local traders found that the 
ginning figures had not stimulated out- 
side demand to any extend, there was 
some selling for short account. Buying 
by spot people and foreigners absorbed 
the offerings in pretty good shape dur- 
ing the late forenoon, but prices grad- 
ually eased off, closing at practically 
the lowest.. The census report indicat- 
ed a ginning for the last period of 388,- 
980 bales compared with 289,242 bales 
for the same period iast year, and was 
variously interpreted as pointing to a 
commercial crop of between 11,890,000 
and 12,250,000 bales, figures suggesting 
a moderate increase over earlier views 
of the probable vield. Part of the sell- 
ing during the day was attributed to 
leading operators on the long side. 

Southern spot markets, officially re- 
ported early, were unchanged to 1-16 
higher. Exports continued large, and 
the semi-weekly interior - movement 
showed a falling off 1n receipts for the 
hal¢ week.

WEAKNESS IN STOCKS 
IN THE LATE TRADING 


Heavy Selling of Certain In- 
dustrials Caused Market to 
Close Heavy. 


New York, January 10.—Business fell 
off to a marked degree in stocks and 
bonds, and while prices reflected no 
great weakness until the final hour, 
the undertone was uncertain all day. 
A rise of 7 points in Canadian Pacific 
followed yesterday’s late announce- 
ment, after a proposed increase in the 
dividend to 10 per cent, and sttmulated 
some demand for affiliated issues. In 
the late trading, heavy selling of cer- 
tain industrials produced all around 
weakness, and the market closed heavy 
with a majority of no losses. Heav- 
iness was most pronounced in Central 
Leather and American Hide and 
Leather, and the decline in these is- 
sues was attributed to the reported 
closing of a number of western tan- 
neries because of unfavorable trade 
conditions. nerican Cotton Oil and 
Corn Produfts were affected ang yield- 
ed under/ slight pressure. United 
States Stee. was fairly steady, and the 
company's r rt of unfilled tonnage 
for December, showing a decrease of 
85,600 tons, was in line with general 
expectations, even though it marked 
a new low record in the history of the 
corporation, and demonstrates anew 
the satisfactory state of that indus- 
try. 

According to trade authorities, prices 
of many finished products in steel and 
iron are now the lowest in thirteen 
years, which minimizes the prospects 
of any further concessions at the mect- 
ing of these interests here tomorrow. 
A conservative estimate of the extent 
of operations by the leading mills 
this time is about 45 per cent of 
pacity.

The street cOntinued to ignore the 
progress of the freight hearings at 
Washington, despite intimations from 
the interstate sommerce commission 
that further ae'ay in making new rates 
effective is likely.
